How to Win 
an Oscar 
in 34 Days 


After months of wooing Academy 
voters with lavish parties and private 
screenings, awards-season vets know 

it’s how you pitch yourself in Phase 
Two—the closely governed post- 
nominations stage—that determines 
who takes home the gold. sy cris LEE 


PITY THE POOR NOMINEES. By the time they reached the 
Academy Award nominations announcement last week, many 
of those inducted in marquee eategories were feeling some- 
thing close to bone-weary in their moment of triumph. Having, 
pressed the flesh and smiled for the camera at an unending 
procession of moyie-critic meet-and-greets, champagne 
toasts, and press events just to get to Oscar's finalist round, 
these actors and directors felt fatigue compounded by a 
terrible new knowledge. After veering dangerously close to 
overexposure via attendance at lesser awards shows, industry 
panels, and countless red carpets during the unofficial five 
month stretch of awards season, the contenders knew the 
real work of bringing home Academy gold still lay ahead. 
Hailed across Hollywood as “Phase Two," the span of weeks 
between the Jan. 15 nominations and the close of Oscar ballot 
ing $4 days later typically showeases a last-ditch promotional 
blitzkrieg that can decide the difference between glory at the 
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News Notes 


Dolby Theatre and the awkwardness of 
a grimacing cutaway reaction shot. 
Phase Two is fourth-quarter football, a 
period of grand studio marketing ges- 
turesand come-from-behind onslaughts. 
But unlike other times during the year 
when filmmakers and publicity depart- 
ments are free to go crazy when it comes 
to getting Academy voters’ attention 
(see sidebar), this period is governed by 
hhard-and-fast rules, 

In addition to nitpicky policies such 
as no more than one email per week to 
‘Academy members and no sending 
more than one sereener dise to each 
‘member, the fun stuff is kept in check: 
no more wining and dining Academy 
voters with complimentary food and 
booze. No more than four screenings of 
nominated movies followed by star- 
studded Q&A sessions, In other words, 
xno more of what Oscar whisperers call 
“value-added opportunities” for mem- 
bers to schmooze with famous people. 

“In Phase Two, you have to be more 
strategic,” says one veteran awards 
campaigner who, like everyone in this 
story, declined to be identified because 
of ongoing Osear politicking. "Phase 
One is more like a political campaign. 
But there's more legwork in Phase Two. 
Every appearance is vital” 

‘Which goes along way toward explain- 
ing why Birdman star and Best Actor 
nominee Michael Keaton needed to find 
the stamina to field crack-of-dawn calls 
froma variety of media outlets on Oscar- 
nomination morning and not close out 
the day until some 15 hours later, when he 
collected three Crities’ Choice awards 
before filling off the stage. He joked that 
he “took the Birdman flying thing way 
too fan” but it would be understandable 
to blame exhaustion, 

While Oscar nominations are broken 
down hy section—with actors voting for 
actors, cinematographers voting for 
cinematographers, and so on—final 
balloting is a free-for-all where every 
‘Academy member casts votes in every 
category. And that curious wrinkle has 
made gala events honoring Hollywood's 
big three industry guilds—which all 
occur during Phase Two—key battle- 
grounds.

Academy members in the appropriate profession. 
Actors nominate actors, Directors nominate diree- 
tors. The directors’ branch of the Academy is, quite 
literally, boys’ club. According to a 2012 study by the 
Los Angeles Times, the directors’ branch is 91 pereent 
male and 90 pereent white. That alone wouldn't 
prevent a DuVernay nomination, of course, but her 
Jack of personal and professional connections with 
those directors would, she thought. “I know not one 
person in my branch,” she said, 

Minutes after the Osear nominations were 
announced on Jan. 15, news sites and comment boards 
exploded with anger and accusations of racism. Selma 
hhad secured just two nominations—Best Picture and 
Best Original Song. DuVernay had been shut out, as 
hhnd her star, David Oyelowo, who plays Martin Luther 
King Jin the film—an oversight that gives this year's

But the real reasons behind the Selma snubs are 
‘more complex than race alone. They speak to the 
entrenched nature of Hollywood polities, the intrieacies 
of Oscar campaign strategies, and the simple power of 
perception to define a filmmaker's place in history. 


Congressman Jobn Lewis, who marched with King. 

Usually acare- 
ful statement from the filmmaker can mitigate the 
damage. But DuVernay fought back. Citing a New Yorker 
story, which reported that Johnson asked King to wait 
on civil rights, she tweeted, “Notion that Selma was 
LBY's idea is jaw dropping and offensive to [civil rights 
groups] and black citizens who made it so.” 

It's impossible to know what Academy members are 
thinking when they ink their ballots, but through 
interviews with voters, most of whom spoke to EW 
on condition of anonymity, it’s clear some thought 
DuVernay’s response was strident and defensive. *[The 
filmmakers] misrepresented history with the way LB 
was presented,” says one member. “They had an 
obligation to present it correctly and they didn't” 

Underneath that assessment is a Gordian knot of 
question: Would Academy voters have felt the same way 
ifthe filmmaker had been, say, Steven Spielberg? Or if 
the film were about a reluctant Franklin D. Roosevelt 
being dragued into WWI by Winston Churchill? 

Race continues to be a thorny issue forthe Academy 
“We are committed to do our part toensure diversity in 
the industry,” Cheryl Boone Isaacs, the Academy's 
current and first black president, told The New York 
‘Times in the wake of the nominations. “We are making 
great strides, and I personally wish it was moving 
quicker, but I think the commitment is there and we wil 
continue tomake progress" As of 2012, according tothe 


Los Angeles Times, voters were 94 percent white and 
‘T7percent male. Stil in the past 15 years that member 
ship has awarded more nonwhite aetors.and films about 
people of color (eg, Slumdog Millionaire, 12 Years Slave) 
than in the previous 60 years combined. When it comes, 
to,racial issues, they like to think they're the good guys.

‘Just as Zero Dark Thirty smashed into real-world 
Issues that eurbed its Osear hopes two years ago, Sea 
‘marched into theaters right when the country was 
swirling in racial tension, In November, after Officer 
Darren Wilson was not indicted forthe death of Michael 
Brown in Ferguson, Mo, DuVernay joined other black 
filmmakers in protest. And last month in New York, 
aftera grand jury declined to charge the oficer who had 
caused the death of Brie Garner using a choke hold, she 
and her east gathered on the front steps of the New 
York Public Library, without the knowledge of studio 
publicists, dressed in “I Can't Breathe" T-shirts, 

Journalists consistently—and accurately— 
connected the film to eurrent events. This seemed to 
ankle some Academy voters, as if DuVernay, the media, 
and the flmis campaign were all saying: 'you don't vote 
for Selma, you're not taking a stand, “Its almost like 
because shes African-American, we should have made 
hhor one of the nominees,” says one member: “I think 
that'sracist. Lokcat what we dil last year with J? Years” 
Its also possible, it must he said, that DuVernay was 
‘overlooked for far loss interesting reason, one that has 
nothing to do with race or gender or polities: Maybe the 
Academy just didn't think she was one of the five bost 
directors of 2014. If true, she be in great eompany— 
avid Fincher, Christopher Nolan, and Clint Eastwood 
didn't make the cut thisyear either: “Think about all the 
briliant directors who have never gotten an Osear or 
been nominated," Woodard says. “We just need to all 
stay real about it and keep watching this woman.” 

DuVernay’s ambition now isto take the momentum 
from Selma and build a sustained career: She's just not 
quite sure how. "T've never been inthis place before,” she 
told EW in December: “There sno precedent forit and 
there is no black woman I ean eall and ask” So she has 
relied on the closest person to her situation: Kathryn 
Bigelow (The Hurt Locker), the sole woman to win an 
Osear for directing, who advised her to remain focused 
and stay on her own path, “'m trying to be clear and 
follow my own footsteps because there is no black 
‘woman's footsteps to fllo rs.

At 98, Olivia de 
Havilland is the last great star of Hollywood's golden 
‘age, a woman who began her career during the riso of 
‘Technicolor in 1985, formed one of the most indelible 
serven couples ofall time with Errol Flynn,and went on 
to work with James Cagney, Rita Hayworth, Montgom- 
ery Clift, Bette Davis, Richard Burton, Clark Gable, and 
Vivien Leigh. With her deep brown doe eyes and apple- 
checked smile, the two-time Best Actress winner 
excelled at playing heroines whose demure bearing 
belied a feisty core. ‘The most famous of these great 
ladies was Melanie Hamilton, the tenderhearted fil to 
Leigh's scheming Seartett O'Hara in 1930's Gone With 
‘the Wind. Based on Margaret Mitchell’ best-seller, the 
boloved epie has sold more tickots in its lifetime than 
any other film. And 75 years ago it cleaned up at the 
Academy Awards, winning eight ofits 18 nominations. 
Having outlived all of her costars (as well as the 
‘movie's mad-genius producer, David O. Selznick, and 
the three directors he hired to steer the massive ship), 
de Havilland has been GWTW's prineipal spokesper- 
son for almost five decades, the sole bearer of the Tara 
torch. It's a privilege she ealls “rather wonderful,” as 
her affection for the film is genuine and deep. She's 
seen GIVTW “about 30 times,” she says, and still 
enjoys watching it for the emotional jolt it brings asshe 
reconneets with those costars—Gable, Leigh, Hattie 
‘McDaniel, and Leslie Howard—who have long since 
passed on. “Luckily, it does not make me melancholy”

OU'VE PROBABLY HEARD that Jennifer Aniston 
looks a little rough in Cake. It's true. She play 
Claire, a car-accident survivor who's struggling 
with chronic pain, and she has scars on her 
body, a haggard look on her face, and hair that's 
so stringy it could have been shampooed with chlorine and. 
bacon grease. When it comes to awards-show-bait dramas 
like Cake, which earned Aniston a Golden Globe nomina- 
tion, that's supposed to be part of the appeal. Moviegoers 
solove to see Holly wood beauties stripped of their vanity- 
underneath all those faney, placenta-infused beauty products, 
they look just like us!—that we're expected to applaud when 
they're rewarded for it. But the idea that Aniston should be 
celebrated for "going ugly.” as the women of The View put 
it, is condescending both to regular women (how is it 


“ugly” to look like an average fortysomething 
human with a perfect yoga body and a few 
scars?) and to Aniston herself, whose under- 
stated performance is far more nuanced 
than her bad drugstore make-up suggests. 
Besides, it's a little weird to heroize Aniston 
for looking “ugly” when the whole point of 
the film is not to heroize Claire for enduring 
something so much worse. 

‘What exactly that “something” is, Cake 
doesn’t reveal until midway through the 
movie, But it's lear from the start that Claire 
doesn't want your pity. When we first meet 
her, she's in a support group for chronic-pain 
sufferers, listening to others grapple with the 
suicide of Nina (Anna Kendrick), a pretty 
young mother who once sat among them. 
‘Unged by the group leacler (Felicity Huffman) 
toshare her feelings about Nina's death, Claire 
recaps the gory details of the suicide, upset- 
ting everyone. “hate it when suicides make it 
easy on the survivors,” she deadpans. 

Cake doesn't want to make Claire easy on 
us, either. Too selfish to be a martyr, she 
forces her Mexican housekeeper, Silvana 
(Adriana Barraza, who's excellent here), to 
risk arrest by driving to Tijuana and smug- 
sling pain pills back for her privileged boss. 
Claire is so bent on remaining miserable that 
she's alienated her nice-guy husband (Chris 
Messina), her physical therapist (Mamie 
Gummer), and her support-group leader, who 
ousts her from the eirele, When Nina starts 
appearing to Claire in a series of hallucina- 
tions, Claire chooses to imagine her as a 
punishing shrew—hardly the warm-fuzzy, 
ghost-of- Christmas-past vision that would 
allow for any “healing” It would be tempting 
to see Claire as either a monster or a sad vie- 
tim, but Aniston sidesteps those traps, play- 
ing the character simply as a woman who's 
brutally honest with herself and others. Her 
rant against Orange County residents is pain- 
fully on target. That is what makes her admi- 
rable, more than surviving tragedy: She just 
says whatever she's thinking out loud. 


disappointing when it creeps 
into the film. Director Daniel Barnz easts 
everything in a blue-yellow light that oversells 
the melancholy mood. Silvana's devotion to a 
white boss who treats her badly is slightly 
uncomfortable. And a subplot involving 
Nina's handsome husband (Sam Worthing-

Kid-faced son feels tacked on to make Claire 
more likable, Still, the smaller scenes that 
focus on the everyday reality of depression 
stick with you, such as the shots of Claire lying 
awake in the middle of the night, uncomfort- 
able in her own body, fighting to get back to 
sleep. Watching these scenes, you might forget 
that Aniston’ pillow-ereased face is supposed 
tobe the drawhere, That wasn’t such a hig risk 
for Aniston. Trusting that there's an audience 
out there for any film, even a good one, about 
chronie pain?

IF SPORTS are, in fact, a metaphor for war, then it makes sense that 
one of the most dramatie chapters of the Cold War was played out on 
ice. Our memories of the U'S.-Soviet hockey rivalry tend to focus on 
the "Miracle on Ive,” when a scrappy bunch of American amateurs 
beat an imposing Russian squad and went on to win gold at the 1980 
Lake Placid Olympics. At the time, that upset seemed to be a vindi 
tion of our way of life. Proof that good could triumph over an empire 
ofevil The truths, the Soviets dominated the sport for decades. With 
their superior funding, tireless training, dizzying skating formations, 
and seemingly robotic drive, they eame across like a team of emotion- 
less Ivan Dragos. But thanks to Gabe Polsky’s enthralling new 
documentary, we finally get to see these athletes for who they really 
were—it humanizes a group of men who were cast by history in the 
role of villains. The star of the story is Viacheslav Fetisov, a Commu 
nist Bobby Orr, who's still as prickly as he was in his heyday. While 
Polsky's film expertly recounts the political and cultural tensions of 
the time through archival clips and revealing new interviews, it really 
comes to life whenever Fetisov ison camera. Occasionally flipping the

He toils almost lite 
ally in the shadow of his once illustrious 
brother (Michael McKean), a legal hotshot, 
losing his mind to a malady that has him 
scared of electricity and living in darkness. 
Jimmy digs lawyering the way Walt loved 
cooking, but he's far, so far from Walt’s

HEN CRITICS TALK about “boy genius” 
authors, they/re talking about guys like 
Ned Beauman. The London native was 
the youngest writer on Granta's once-a 
decade list of the best young British 
novelists in 2018, at age 28, Boxer, Beetle, his 2010 debut, 
followed a nine-toed boxer and a swastika-stamped beetle 
through 1980s Britain in a caper about eugenics. The 
Teleportation Accident, a genre bender about a man who 
time-travels between Weimar-era Berlin and 1990s 
Hollywood, got him long-listed for the 2012 Man Booker 
Prize. His latest, Glow, introduces a pill-popping raver 
named Raf who discovers that a friend has been kid- 
napped by mysterious forces in a white van. It’s a pulpy 
‘whodunit, but it develops into something much weirder: a 
conspiracy thriller that involves a Burmese paramilitary 
group, the international trade of an MDMA knockoff 
called "glow?" and a shady mining corporation called Lace- 
bark. The whole thing is so complicated that by the end of 
its slim 247 pages, you might feel as if your brain had been 
ossFit training.
